THE BUSINESS OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


THE STATE GIVES MORE THAN $30,000 TO 


RUN THE SCHOOLS. 


It Takes as Much More by Taxation to Pay AI 


Bills—Average Cost per Scholar $9.52. 


Average Salary ol Teachers $30 


Per Month. 


The COMPILER took great pleasure in 


furnishing its readers with a (all account 
of the Teachers' Institute, 
Before leav- 


ing the subject of institute, education 
and teaching, it may be interesting to 
review t.he public school system of the 
connty, many facta of which may be 
more or less unknown to many. 


A large portion of the expanse of main- 


taining the public schools is paid by the 
State, the money to pay tbe same coming 
from the general State taxes collected. 
The appropriation by the last Legiula- 
ture for the public schools was $11,000,000 
to cover two years, or five and a half 
millions for one year. 


This large sum of money is distributed 


in a peculiar way, but a very reasonable 
one. One-third of the sum ia distributed 
to the districts on the basis of regular 
teachers paid; a second one-third Is paid 
on tbe number of children of school age, 
between 6 and 16, and tbe remaining 
one-third on tbe number of taxables in 
eacb diatrict. 


The regular school year runs from the 


flrat Monday of June of one year to the 
aanae time in the succeeding year. For 
tbe school years 1901 and 11MI2 the total 
amount of the appropriation appor- 
tioned to the school districts of Adams 
county was §33.550.03.

It is a singular fact worthy of notice 


that in two districts the State appropria- 
tion practically pays all the school bills. 
These tno districts are McSberrystown 
and Union Independent. In both these 
districts there is no mill tux on taxable 
property, but a head tax which yields the 
sums indicated in the laat table. The 
lowest rate of taxation is in Oxford, one 
fourth of a mill. In Conowago it is one- 
half a mill. In Mountploasant it is one 
mill. In Hamilton one and one-fourth 
mill. In Freedom, Germany, Hampton 
Independent, Latimore, Mountjoy and 
Straban it is one and one-half mill. In 
Berwick township and Union it is one 
and three-fourth mill, In Conowago In- 
dependent, Cumberland, Highland,Hun 
tington. Liberty and Tjroue it is two 
mills. In Butler,East Berlin and Bead- 
ing it is tno and one-half mills. Iu 
Bendersville, Fairfleld, Franklin, Ilam- 
iltonban, Littlestown, New Oxford, it is 
three mills. ID York Springs it is three 
and one-half mills. In Berwick borough 
and Menallen four mills. The highest 
taxispnid in Arendtsville and Getlys- 
bnrg, live milla. The above are the rates 
of taxation for educational purposes 
alone and do not include any building 
taxation. It is to be nol«d tlial the rale 
of taxation is very low, being higher in 
the boroughs. The average for the diB- 
Iricl.s is two and one-fourth mills. 


That the public schools of the county 


are in the best of condition Unancially is 
further evidenced by the fact that iu 
twenty-four districts there ia no indebt- 
edness. The districts with debt and the 
amount of the same appear in the fol- 
io a ing list:

One half of the ten districts having 


debt are boroughs, and ihe explanation 
is improvement in buildings and equip- 
ment. That of Gettysburg is the balanee 
on Meade High School, which is being 
reduced $1000 each year. That of Lit- 
tleatown is for its new school building. 


Adding the amount of the Slate appro- 


priation to the amount realize! from 
taxation gives a total o£ $68.123.27 spent 
each year, or for the schojl years 1901 
and 1902 on the public sclojls of the 
county. 


Let us see first for whom this tconey is 


spent: for the children, the hops of the 
nation; those who will be bearing the 
burdens of tomorrow. They are being 
educated the better to bear these bur- 
dens. The school records show that

These records show that it cost only 


19 52 for each child to receive his or her 
education for one whole school year. 
This ie certainly cheap and good educa- 
;ion. 


Tbe total sum $68,123.27 or $9.52 for 


each one of the 7151 children was spent 
upon books, supplies, needs of school 
houses, teacuera and the many other ex- 
penses connected with the 
schools. 


About two-thirds of tlw above sum or 
544,264 92 was paid out as salaries to 
;he teacheri, the balance in other ex- 
pdnsee. 


There ara 196 public schools in the 


county with 197 teucber*, the High 
School of Gettssburtf having two in- 
avrnctors. The highebt salary paid ia to 
ihe Principal of the Kelts abnrg High 
School, $88.88 per month, and the lowest 
silaiy paid is in Tyrone, $25 per month. 
From this lowest the salaries tun per 
month at $20, $27, $28, $30, $31, $33, $35, 
$37, $37.50, $40, $45, $50 and $55. Those 
receiving the higher salaries being few. 
Tbe average salary per,month for the 
197 teachers is but $30 SO. 


By law the school term must be at 


least seven months of twenty days eacb 
month. Saturdays and Institute week 
mast be excluded. Iu every school there 
must be 140 days of teaching. In twenty- 
seven of tbe thirty-four districts of'the 
county children only receive the mini- 
mom teaching of 140 days eacb year. In 
the other six the terms are as follows: 


Berwick borough, eight months. 
East Berlin, eight and three-fourth 


months. 


Gettysburg, nine months. 
Littlestown, eight months. 
McSberryatown, nine months. 
New Oxford, eight months. 
York Springs, eight months. 
Of the 197 teachers in the county 118 


of them are women and 81 men. 


Each school district is managed by six 


Bcbool directors, making a total of 204 
school directors in the county. 


All tbis business of public schools ia 


under tbe management of tbe superin- 
tendent. He receives a salary paid by 
tbe State. This salary under the Act 
a! 1901 is $10 lac each of the first 100 


schools, $5 for each school above 100 and 
not 
over 200 and $2 for eacb school 


above 200. With 196 schools in the 
county, the salary paid by the State 
amounts to $1480. At tbe last triennial 
convention of the school directors the 
salary was fixed at $1-500. Prior to tbe 
Act of 1901 the salary was $1200-$1000 
paid by the State and $200 by the direc- 
tors oat • of the appropriation made to 
tbe districts. Though the salary is now 
$1500 it takes but $20 from tbe appropri- 
ation to the districts to make up the 
same instead of $200 aa before. 


The business of running a teachers In- 


stitute is an item iu itself. Tbe ex- 
penses are paid by the Superintendent 
out of the sale of tickets to evening en- 
tertainments and from appropriation of 
$200 by the County of Adams. Formerly 
the course tickets ran from $1.50 to $1.75 
for tte week. This rear the price was 
raised to $2.00. Tbis gave the Superin- 
tendent an additional income. The in- 
stitute received the benefit of this in 
better day instructors and evening enter- 
tainments that cost more money. The 
cost of the day instructions will run 
about $200 more this year than last 
year. Tbe cost of the institute be- 
ing about $300 more than last year. 
The teachers are compensated for their 
attendance at institute, by a sum not leas 
than their per diem pay for actual teach- 
ing and it must not exceed $2.00 per day. 
A teacher receiving $30. per'taonth for 
a school month of 20 days is paid $1.50 
a day. The institute under the law 
must continue Hi least 5 days anO teach- 
erd are allowed an additional half day 
forgoing and same for reluming from 
Institute. Each toucher keeps bis or her 
own time on a card, which is delivered 
to the Superintendent who reports to 
the various 
districts the time and 


amount to be paid to the teacher. 


This resume of facts and figures will 


bave served its purpose if it may have 
made more clear or better understood 
that which may be called tbe business 
end of the public schools. 


A VALUABLE RAG DOLL. 


The Parl She Played in the War ollho Rebel- 


lion. 


This particular rag doll, says the New 


York 'frilune, is a historic doll. With 
its eyes of ink it saw General U. S. Grant 
draft tbe terms for tbe surrender of the 
Confederate army, and the same black 
eyes saw courtly General Lee place his 
signature to the papers. All this hap- 
paned at Appomattox, when tbe Army 
of Northern Virginia surrendered on 
April 9,1865. 


The conference over the surrender was 


held at the McLane house, one of tbe 
largest in the village. Some child in the 
household left the doll in the corner of a 
sofa in the parlor as she scampered away 
at the approach of the officers. During 
the signing of the papers Dollie sat up as 
well as she could, clad only in a sort of 
sleeveless shirt-waist of faded calico. 


When the conference was over and 


the generals bad left the room, some of 
the younger officers, exceediugly fnll of 
spirit now that the long war was ended, 
discovered the rag doll and recognized in 
her the "silent witness." Though tue 
scarecrow of rags bad done nothing to 
warrant the familiarity, young Cus'er, 
afterward killed in an Indian massacre 
on the plains, caught her up and threw 
her at the bead of "Mike" Sheridan. He 
in turn used her as a playlul missile with 
another officer as target. So she suffer- 
ed the terrors of war, though she had 
been a witness of the peace conference. 


When a rush for souvenirs came Col. 


T. W. C. Moore, of Sheridan's staff, se- 
cured the doll as his portion and carried 
her off to an honorable captivity in bis 
Northern home. She is now the highly 
prized possession of T. Channing Moore 
ind dwells in a safe in the city ot Hart- 
ford. 


DECEMBER STORMS. 


According io Rev. Hicks Will be Severe and 


Many. 


Kev. Irl Hicks says Dscember will be 


a month of heavy winter storms. His 
storm predicted for the 4th has put in 
appearance. The following is what be 
says about the balance ot tbe month : 


"On Sunday and Monday, tbe 7th and 


8th, will hinge some very active winter 
storms. Dashes of ridn, wind and thun- 
der southward, need' not be surprising 
when the moon is crossing tbe celestial 
equator on the 8th. 


"We do not hesitate to say that Fri- 


day, the 12th, and Wednesday, the 17th, 
will constitute a storm period in which 
many severe storms will sweep the North 
Atlantic ocean and coasts. 


"On and touching the Htb and 15tbl 


look for blizzards over the interior and a 
cold wave reaching far to the south- 
ward. 


"All through the central part of the 


month there will be heavy squalls of 
snow and sleet, which from tbe 19;h to 
the 22ud will rise to the dignity of gen- 
eral and severe winter storms. Lirge 
amounts of snow will be deposited over 
the country about this time and genuine 
winter will fasten its grip on most parts 
of the country. 


"The last week in December will bring 


another series of decided storm condi- 
tions which will prevail over tbe 1st of 
January, and the country will enter into 
the new year In the midst of heavy 
storms of snow."

AN INTERESTING HISTORICAL RELIC 


POWDER 
HORN 
PRESENTED 
TO 
YORK 


COUNTY HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


Implement ol Warfare Recalls the Life Story of 


Hance Hamilton, Who Lies Buried in the 


Gettysburg Cemetery. 


A gift last week to the York County 


Historical Society recalls a famous In- 
dian fighter, whose life is closely asso- 
ciated with that part of York county 
wbicb afterwards became Adams coun- 
ty. This frontiersman was llnnce Ham- 
ilton. 


The gift was a powder-horn. Engraved 


upon it iu neat designs are a coat of 
arms of England with the Hou aud nni- 
coin, a fortiSed castle, three-masted 
schooner and pictures of hunting scenes. 
It was presented to the Society by A. R. 
Uarnme, a public school teacher of Man- 
heim township. It was owned for many 
years by A. R. liobrbaugh, of the same 
township, 
the grandfather 
of 
Mr. 


Hamme. The tradition in the Eohr- 
baugh family is that this historic horn 
was carried by his maternal grandfather 
Miller, who served in the American army 
during the Involution. A companion 
to this horn, with similar designs, is also 
in possession of the Society. 


The history of the horn goes further 


back, however, than the Revolution. 
Hance Hamilton lived in that portion of 
York county known as Tyrone, now a 
part of Adiirus county. In L7J9 Hamil- 
ton was elected the first Sheriff of York 
county and was re-elected in 1730 and 
1751. In 175G he was captain of provincial 
troops in the French and Indian war. He 
was stationed at Fort Littleton in Fulton 
county, from which he described in a 
letter tbe capture by tbe Indians of .Mc- 
Cord's Fort. He commandel a battalion 
of soldiers ia the expedition against Fort 
Duqiiesnc, now the site of Pitlsburg, 
participating in a bloody victory over 
the Indians. 
In 1758 he was com- 


missioned Lieutenant Colonel First Bat- 
talion Peiiii. Uegirnent of foot soldiers 
of the 1'rovince. The province was then 
a dependency of the British crown, and 
this regiment formed part of what was 
then known as the I'oyal American Reg- 
iment in tbe English service. Tbe accou- 
trements of this body of soldiers—such 
as the horn in question—bore the coat of 
arms of England. These facts would 
make the horn about 150 years old. The 
designs are shown very prominently,and 
the horn is fu an excellent state of pre- 
servation. 


Hance Hamilton died in 1772 and was 


buried in Black's graveyard on Upper 
Marsh Creek. 
About eighty years later 


bis remains were disinterred and placed 
in the Evergreen Cemetery, where they 
now remain, covered by a quaint lettered 
stone, tbe one erected when be was flist 
buried.

A TREE THAT OWNS ITSELF. 


An Oak Tree in Athens, Ga., is Conveyed to 


llsolf. 


A giant oak Iree which owns itself and 


eight feet of ground on all aides is one of 
the unique attractions at Athens, Ga. 


ThiB tree stands on "Bearing street, in 


fashionable Cobbham, and is one of the 
moat magnificent oaks in all the South. 
It is tall and symmetrical; its great 
lioobs are shaped as if by the bands of an 
artist, and under its shade several gen- 
erations have sheltered themselves from 
the beat or have taken refuge in storm. 


Nearly a century ago Colonel-W. II. 


Jackson, son or Governor James Jack- 
son and father of Chief Justice Jackson, 
of the Georgia Supreme Court, went to 
the court house iu this city and placed a 
deed on record, in which he said: 


'For and in consideration of the deep 


love and veneration I have for the oak 
tree ((jiving location), and a great desire 
that the said tree be protected for all 
time, I convey to said oak tree entire 
possession of itself, together with eight 
feet of ground on all sides." 


Colonel Jackson loved the tree. He 


bad watched its growth from his child- 
hood, and when he saw it standing in its 
magnificent proportions it pained him lo 
think that after his death it might fall 
into the hands of those who would de- 
stroy it. 


The land around the tree has been sold 


several times, fashionable and costly 
homes have been built close to the tree, 
but the wishes of Colonel Jackson as ex- 
pressed in the deed have been sacredly 
carried out. 


This is perhaps the only tree in the 


world which holds a deed of itself.—

Teachers o! (he District Discuss Important 


Phases of School Life. 


IWrStwn for the OOMPILKK.) 


A very successful district institute com- 


posed of the teacheri ol Arendtovilie bor- 
ough »nd Franklin township wu held in 
Arendteville school building, room No. 1, 
Saturday afternoon, November IS. The 
President, Mr. A. D. Sheely, called the 
meeting to order. 


Organization was then effected, Alice 


A. Miller being elected secretary and Mr. 
II. C. Lady, treasurer. The ex-treasurer, 
Mr. E. C. Stover gave his report which 
was accepted. 


Mr. Wm. Rife opened the subject, "How 
Govern My School." The following 


suggestions were given: 


1. Keeping pupils busy. 
2. Supplementary work for bright pu- 


pils who have completed the regular 
work. 


3. Enforced idleness for a brief period, 


pupils are then ready for work. 


4. Losing privilege of playtime in cose 


of disorderly conduct dining recess period. 


Mr. Kite spoke of the difficulty in sup- 


pressing a quarrel when the disagreement 
begins with the parents. 


County Superintendent Roth spoke of 


the individuality of the teacher in the 
government of the school. Some teach- 
ers have a great personality which enables 
them to control well. Teachers, too fre- 
quently, make the following mistakes : 


1. Failure to hear pupil's side before 


punishing. 


2. Hastiness in action. It is better to 


thiuk over and to eleep over than to act 
hastily. 


3. Liability to talk too much. 
4. Trying to do more than one thing at 


a time. 


5. Failure to demand good 
work. 


Pupils will give work M teacher wants it. 


"How lo Secure Interest in Advanced 


Literature," was discussed by Mr. E. C. 
Stover. Wrong method is to read and 
study the writings of an author of whom 
the pupils know nothing. Right method 
is to define words not understood, to 
search for hidden meanings, being careful 
not to confuse different pictures given in 
selection; also use literature lessons as 
bueis for composition work. 


Miss Ellen Deardorff spoke ot the great 


importance of literature and the necessity 
of studying the biographies of authors 
with the writings as the author's life is in 
his works. 


The following classics were suggested 


for study: "Evangeline," "Guc-Found." 
"King of the Golden .River," "Legend of 
Sleepy Hollow," "The Gieat Stone Face," 
and "The Courtship of Miles Standisb." 


Mr. Rhodes, a student from Gettysburg 


College, spoke of the great good teachers 
can do by inducing pupils to read standard 
books outside of tbe school room. By 
placing the best literature before tne pu- 
pile we prepaie them for happy and suc- 
cessful lives. Prof. Roth brought before 
the teachers the great need for good school 
libraries. He showed the teachers what 
they could do in this line, but said it 
would not be a success until the directors 
take it in hand. 


Mr. C. A. Hartman discussed the sub- 


ject of Fbyeiology. This study is often 
weakened by the manner in which it is 
presented. Time is wasted on non-essen- 
tials. More hygiene should be taught 
and not so mnch anatomy and physiology. 
Mr. Hartman suggested 
the Topical 


Method with the use of the anatomical 
aids ; this to be followed by review ques- 
tions. 


Mr. Rhodfls spoke of the great import- 


ance of physiology. Children should be 
taught early how to care lor the body. 
Two great evils, tobacco and alcohol, can 
not be overthrown by the Carrie Nation 
plan, but we must fight them by educat- 
ing the children. 


Prof. Roth congratulated the teachers 


for goad attendance, success being due to 
the promptness of the teachers. He com- 
plimented the pupils of the Arendtsville 
schools for the excellent music readered 
before the institute. He then gave a brief 
talk on the subject of "Arithmetic," giv- 
ing the teachers many helpful suggestions.

WHY SOT AS ADAMS COUNTY HIS 


TOKICAL SOCIETY ? 


The gift of the i>owder horn to tbe 


York County Historical Society de- 
scribed in another column has started a 
train of thought. We have been led to 
ask ourselves such questions as, baa 
Adams County a history 'I Ha? Gettys- 
burg a history ? These questions sound 
foolish but cot in the light of the fact 
that there b no organization in either 
the town or tbe county devoted to the 
preseiviition of tbut which makes up 
the history for future generations. 


If Adams, county w;« some obscure 


corner of the world where nothing had 
ever happened it might not be surprising 
that, those things with which ita history 
are indissoluble linked were apparently 
matters of little public concern. 
But 


when Gettysburg and Adams county 
represent the most important historical 
spots on the western continent this un- 
concern seems remarkable. 


We believe, however, there in a pre- 


vading interest among our people but 
that it simply lacks organization. Tiiis 
would be evidenced by thegre.v. interest 
in tue exhibit of tbe ol-l tijae things re- 
cently held in the chupel of f.he Presby- 
terian church. 
Much of wlitit was ex- 


liibitb'.! there is worthy of public preser- 
vation aft representing tho mancer of 
life of the generations which lira fas? be- 
coming si fading memory. Such a par- 
mauent exhibition would be a source of 
education to the young, ia being able to 
study thest* uccessories of the life of au 
early day. It would leaj to a better 
uinlursbuulin; of the iige we are living 
in now which lias ilune away with so 
much that ma'lu up the life of former 
generating. 


The pxh bit showed the possibilities of 


the town an-i county to furuish the ma- 
leri:>! for a permanent exhibition im<! it 
behooves tuo county and town to move 
before it ii too Lite, to move quietly, 
even 'f ranch of that which would repre- 
sent f.ho relioa of the greatest battle of 
the world is to be peruiaurutly preserved. 


In York county spice is set aside in 


the court house for thu uses of the York 
County Historical Society, where in a 
museum is pieSfeiV'jtl all manner ol* his- 
torical relics. Such a museum might 
amount to uo more than show glass 
cases kept under luck auil key where the 
relit-, could be ueraitiu utly preserved 
ami at a phxee easy of acces:). 


Au historical society and museum 


ought not to be beyond Gettysburg and 
Adams count}. There was at. one lime 
au historical society hare. It certainly 
gattiarwl together some material and 
rlata. Possibly the vork of this old 
society could be locale'! ami te a nucleus 
of a new organization. A museum 
might he established at uo great expense 
and if it could not tie located in the 
court housp. perhaps ppuce might be 
found for it at some other public point. 
Once started ••••e have no douot there 
would he constant donations and gifts 
to it. 


It 13 to be hoped that there are many 


in our community and county who 
would l)o itif.eieated in such a movement 
and who may ho led to organize at an 
early date. Lot us have nu AJams 
County Histoiical Society.

TIIK PRESIDENT'S MESSAUE. 


President lloosevek's second message 


to Congress is just half as long as the 
Dist one. It is written in that strenuous 
style and English characteristic of the 
President, and which well repays the 
reading, if for no other raaaon. 


President Koosevelt is distinctly an 


executive eOict>r. 
His review of the 


various branches of the government 
from that point of view is vigorous. It 
io one thing to exeuute the laws bnt 
quite another to formulate them. 
A 


President may tmvs great ability in ex- 
ecuting the law but may be visionary 
».nd totally unsafe to follow in the mak- 
ing of laws. The message exhibits a lack 
of constructive statesmanship on the 
part of the President. 


The President played a prominent 


part in the negotiations which term!- 
imteil the coal strike. He discusses the 
relations between capital and labor, bat 
it. is all in general terms. Not a single 
helpful suggestion is offered as a solution 
of tus situation. lie does not venture 
an idea on (he problem his commission 
appointed without nay legal authority 
has in hand. lie seerna to realize bis 
want, of constructive statesmanship at 
this point. 


The message repeats much of what he 


has been saying in the past months on 
trusts. He suggests an aot, of Congress 
to regulate crusts and then adds that if 
it proves impossible to accomplish any- 
thing under such an act, au amendment 
to the Constitution could be anally re- 
sorted to, all of which is only a play to 
the gallery and not helpful in the least 
to the earnest men of the nation who de- 
sire a solution of the trust problem 
It 


is hardly conceivable that an act regu- 
lating trusts will ba passed at the short 
session of Congress. 
If an act was 


passed it would take years before the Su- 
prnme Court of the United States would 
interpret it aad thus demonstrate that 
an amendment to the Constitution was 
necessary. la the meanwhile President 
Boosevelt would be rid of the trouble- 
Bome question of trusts. 


His ideas about tbe tariff are about as 


peculiar. He advocates a commission 
of business experts to say what the tariff 
sJjall be. The responsibility for the tar- 
iff belongs to tbe party ia power and 
should remain with tuem and when a 
mistake ia made it can be corrected by 
tbe people at the polls. Such a commis- 
sion would be a step away from popular 
Kovurnment and lodge an important 
function i)f government iu an arbitrary 
and irregfioasible body. In this way he 
again demonrtratea hit lack of con- 
structive statesmanship.

Tbe 
first German paper only appeared in 1615, 
In Frankfort; tbe firs 
1-. Dutch paper in 


1617; the first English paper, the Weekly 
Gazette, in 1022, and the first French 
paper In 1631. 


It baa now been ascertained, however, 


that the flrat regular newspaper ever 
printed was issued from Antwerp InlGOfi 
by Abraham Verhoeven, authority for 
such publication having been obtained 
from tbe Archduke and Duchess Albert 
and Isabella.
